The fault must certainly be either in the 
teacher or the student, for the Hebrew is the 
most plain, simple, elegant, comprehensive and 
instructive language in the world. Without a 
knowledge of it we can never be proficient in 
theology, natural and moral philosophy, nor as- 
tronomy. : 

The priest, under the law, was to have urim 
and thumnim.

Hence it means lights, that produced 
fire. That is holy zeal, “ The zeal of thy house, 
says our Redeemer, hath swallowed me up.”

Editors of papers, 
especially when conducting their publications for | 
others, are olten placed in circumstances peculiar 
and delicate ; and ministers of the gospel are not the | 
last class of men to be apprised of the fact, or to sym- 
pathise with them. As that communication was on 
the comparative merits of two societies, and decided- 
ly unfavorable to one which embodies a large num- 
ber of excellent men, actuated, as they unquestiona- 
bly were by the purest motives, | am neither surpri- 
sed nor disappointed that you deemed its publication 
inexpedient. I have not such an overweening at- 
tachment to my own productions as not to be satisfi- 
ed with an apology, which, taken as a whole is 
handsome, and breathes throughout the  kindliest 
leelings. Nor would 1 too hastily conclude, in oppo- 
sition to able brethren, that all things considered, its 
publication was justifiable. Still, were L allowed to 
analyze, I contess myself unable to perceive the cor- 
rectness of one remark, viz. that Slavery is a “theme 
which belongs more appropriately to a political than 
a religious paper.” I have yet to learn that the in- 


| vestigation and denunciation of slavery, lotteries, | 


brothels, or any other system of wickedness, legalized | 
or not, belongs more appropriately to a political than 

a religious paper. Our Saviour never denominated | 
politicians, as such, the salt of the earth, or the light 

of the world, though we should rejoice when the 
earth helps the woman. In this view of the subject 
I find myself sustained by able men. An extract 
from the address of Mr. Cheever, in Boston, sanction- 
ed by the Christian Watchman, by its selection and 
insertion in the last number of this paper, holds the 
following language; “Christianity ought to have 
abolished and annihilated it pape longago. It 
ought to have proclaimed in a voice loud enough to 
be heard trom the shore of the Eastern Atlantic, to 
the shore of the Western Pacific, that the air which 
encircles and blesses these United States shall be 
breathed only by freemen ; that the momenta slave 
touches the soil, he shall be free. But expediency 
and not Christianity, has prevailed.” It was doubt- 
less in view of Slavery as a moral, rather than a 
political evil which led the immortal Jefferson to ex- 
claim, “I tremble when | remember that God is 
just; and that his justice will: not sleep forever.” 
President Wayland in his celebrated missionary 
Sermon when surveying the World, the field of 
missionary labour, and the moral desolations and 
measures which call for the purifying influence of 
the Gospel, notices slavery as one which is worse 
than death. Was he correct? If so whose appro- 
priate duty is itto labour in the field ; the politician’s 
or minister’s? Ifthe latter; Where? How? and 
which are their more appropriate means, the Par- 
liaments and political papers; or the pulpits and re- 
ligious presses ? 

In closing these remarks, permit me to say, that 
it is not my intention to make any rejoinder, unless 
solicited thus to do.

The next clause of my letter will be giving 
you a brief account of what the Lord is doing 
among the Indians. I have wrote to br. Wilson 
| your request, but | have received no answer as 
'yet. Since the constitution of the Muscogee 
| Baptist Church, I have had the pleasure of bap- 
tizing some every month with the exception of 
one. 

On the 10th, 11th and 12th days of May we 
had a great meeting held at the opening of my 
scheol house. 

We had preaching in English and Indian 
three or four times each day. The ministering 
brethren present were, brother O'Bryant, mis- 
sionary to the Cherokees ; Levi Brawley, broth- 
er John Davis, a native preacher, and brother 
John James, a licentiate from Washington Co. 
Ark. 

On the second day of the meeting, br. James 
was ordained to the work of the ministry by re- 
quest of his church. ‘Two discourses were 
preached on the occasion by Eld. O’Bryant and 
Lewis—Ordaining prayer by Eld. Lewis, and 
right hand by Eld. Brawley. 

During the meeting two Indian marriages 
were celebrated in a christian form. The names 
I bave forgotten. 

On the 2d of June I baptized three persons, 
one Indian, one African, one Scotchman, a li- 
censed preacher with the Methodists; and on 
the 7th of July [baptized 7 more, four Africans 
and three Indians, one of whom was brother 
Davis’ wife, who was a strong Presbyterian. 

[ opened a school on the 27th day of May, and 
it is well attended ; tor the several weeks past 
upwards of thirty children every day; the chil- 
dren belonging to the school amount to 46, and 
also, [ commenced in the same house a Sunday 
school for the Indians only, and this is attended 
by upwards of 60 every Sunday—and another 
school is conducted by two of our colored breth- 
ren for blacks, and is well attended. I have to 
furnish them both with books, so I cannot spare 
many books to brother Wilson. It isa pleasing 
consideration, that a great anxiety to receive in- 
struction prevails; but it is grievous to witness 
their attendance without any raiment, buta 
flap, about the breadth of my hand. I feel for, 
and pity them, and desire our dear brethren and 
sisters, to recollect that they may have the priv- 
ilege, and the pleasure, of clothing the naked.— 
I have wrote again and again to the Board, to 
send ona teacher and no teacher has come. It 
appears to me that the brethren consider my re- 
quests as nothing. My bealth has been bad this 
last five weeks, and is rather declining, still, and 
the doctor is at me to give up the school, and to 
travel more about for the benefit of my heaith. 
I have to teach myself every Sunday morning 
from half past eight till half past ten and then 
preach, so I don’t know what to do on the sub- 
ject. My school house is large, 25 feet by 30, 
and a gallery across, 10 feet by 25; and every 
meeting crowded, so that they have no 
room to sit down. The promises of God are 
fulfilled in this nation—we have water in the 
wilderness, and the people run and they are not 
We havea female 
prayer meeting every week, and | hope to see 
the time when we shall be able to raise a mis- 
sionary Society, and do something to carry the 
gospel further still. Brethren pray that this 
small one may become a great nation. 

Dear Brother Crosby, the Lord is still gra- 
cious to us, and | am content and my soul is full 
of missionary spirit, in sickness as well as health, 
and hitherto I am not weary in well doing. My 
time is precious, please give my respects to all 
my acquaintances. 28

LATE AND IMPORTANT FROM EUROPE. 


CAPTURE OF LISBON—ATTACK ON OPORTO, AND 
DEFEAT OF BOURMONT. 

By the packet ship United States, Cant. Holdredge. 
from Liverpool, from whence she sailed on the 8th of 
August, we have London dates to the 7th, and Liver. 
pool tothe 8th, together with our regu!ar files of Lon. 
don and Liverpool Shipping Lists to the latest dates, 
inclusive. 

The intelligence by this ship from Portugal is very 
interesting. ‘The troops of the Regent, under the com- 
mand of ¢ ount Villa Flor, eutered Lisbon on the 24th 
o! July, with but a small show of fighting, or opposi- 
tion. On the 23d, a battle took place between the con- 
stitutional troops under the Duke of Terccira, and the 
Miguelites commanded by Jordao, (the butcher.) in 
which the latter were deteated, and their commander 
was supposed to have been killed. Immediately upon 
receiving information of this event, Miguel's ministers 
left Lisbon, taking the garrison with them, ‘The next 
morning the inhabitants rose in a body, and proclaim 
ed Donna Maria queen. On the same day Villa Flor 
entered the city. It seems that the Miguelites made 
an attempt on Oporto on the 25th; but after losing a 
great many of their men, they were obliged to retire. 

Portugal may be considered as emancipated from the 
most s>ject and degrading bondage, under one of the 
most cruel, unprincipled, and remorseless usurpers in 
modera history, ‘Ihere is no danger of her situation 
becoming worse—there are many reasons to believe it 
wiil prove to be much better under the young Queen, 
and a written constitution.

VatuaBLe Ixvenrion.—We were last week gratified 
by the examination of a newly constructed Pump, the 
invention of Charles R. Alsop Esq. of this city, which, 


considering its simplicity, power, and size, is superior | 


to any article of the kind we have ever seen, and may 
be used for all kinds of forcing purposes. ‘The power 
of the engine is created by a rotary motion acting within 
a cylindrical basin, communicated by the turning of a 
crank, or by the application of any kind of power. Suc. 
tion and discharge pipes are connected with the basin, 
through which the water is drawn and discharged. 

We saw two or three of these machines of different 
dimensivuns, in operation at Mr. Alsop’s establishment 
near the river. One was a hand engine, having a brass

A FACT. 

The following is fiom a brother whose piety and 
veracity, are a pledge to us of the truth of the fol-

On 
ascertaining who he was, lL observed to him that there 
were many words in the origina! scriptures more 
important than 6 »ptizo, aad tore interesting both to 
him and me. Upon this the conversation took rather 
a different turn, and was substantially as follows. 

At first, he was not unwilling to be ranked among 
atheists. But on being a little pressed, he gave 
way, and witout a blush took his stand on the mound 
of infidelity. He sai! he had not always been an in- 
fidel. So far from this, he had for some time helda 
prominent office in an evangelical church ; but was 
obliged to give up his office, and renounce his _reli- 
gious profession that he might thus be consistent 
with former engrg@-ments, and act agreeably to the 
decisions of his piig@ment. He had received his first 
relirious impressions under powerful preaching. The 
preacher assured him of his entire ability to serve 


Was In exite! correspondence with the degree of his 
ability; and, in this view, contuted those who repre- 
sent God to be so unjust as to punish man for not 
doing the things which he is unable to do, without 
the assistance of a higher power. There was, very 


soon, « change in the whole train of his feelings, and 
he coucluded that he had * got religion.” He join- 


ed the church; and from his strong atiachment to 
the doctrines of his favorite preacher, he made the 
declaration that ifever he should find a statement in 
Scripture plainly indicating that man cannot perform 
any or all religious duties, without divine assistance, 
he would theu abanton the inconsistent book, and 
leave the church. He would consider it derogatory 
to the Deity to ascribe such a book to hin. However, 
after being about six years in the chureh, and hold- 
ing office between four and five years, his attention 
was powerfully arrested by John vi. 44, “No man 
can come unto me, except the Father wiio sent me, 
draw him.” Novy, said he to himself, here is a plain 
declaration that cannot be got rid of, by any mode 
of reasoning, coming, too from the pretended Saviour 
himselt} when adapting hives to the capacities of 
an uolettered people. “ieoulld as soon betieve,” 
sailhe, “that the book had no existence, as believe 
that these words were not spoken to teach us that 
man has notability to serve God, till he be assisted 
hy divine grace. This,” added he, “ destroyed my 
coufidence in relivion, and since that time I have 
een guided by my own mind, and have served 
Golas well as [ kuew how.” 

Hie then showed me the views he had of God, and 
to what exteat he reckoned himself under obligations 
to Him. At length LT succeeded in coavinciig him 
that he must be c»ndemued by his own rule of judg- 
meat. I next endeavored to convince him farther, 
that his great preacher was likely a conceited raeta- 
physician, and needed himself to be instructed in 
the elements of the Gospel; and that he, the person 
with whom I was coaversinz, had likely never been 
ata throne of grace yet; that he had all along 
been rejecting the doctrine of Scripture respecting 
our fallen atate and nature; and that if he had not 
been under the influence of tancy and prejudice, he 
never would have had what he esteemed his reli- 
gious consolations. [thea attempted to show him 
that we really are inthe helpless etate,which he had 
heen taught to deay, and that the Gospel ts entirely 
adapted to our condition.—Belore we parted, he shed 
tears, and assured me he would on that day com- 
mence secret prayer on a principle very different 
from that on which he had ever previously pertorm- 
edi. [left the neighborhood a few weeks alter- 
wards, and have not hal an opportunity of knowing 
what has been his course of conduct subsequeut to 
this interview. 

Now, Sir, was notthis man awakened from his 
sluinbers by what is popularly, denominated “revi- 
val preaching?” Is he uot a specimen of a great 
portion of what are styled, revival Christians? 1 
have reason to believe that he was deficient in_nei- 
ther gilts nor zeal, though void of that humble faith 
which comes to a throne of grace einpty handed, and 
embraces the promises in all their number and ex- 
tent, that the soul may be made willing and obedi- 
ent, and that “ God may be ali in all.” Is it not to 
be dreaded, that if our new doctrine and new-mea- 
sure Christians were only as intelligent, considerate, 
and decided as this man, they wouid follow on in the 
same track, till they arrived at the same mournful 
point in their progress ?—And isit true, as reported, 
that a wise man lias come from the East, with the 
avowed purpose of “ indoctrinating the rising minis- 
try in the West,” in these specious but delusive and 
destructive views in theology ?

ridicule; it was at some scene of mirth, and in a mo- 
ment of partial intoxication; it was to make an 
empty display of unreal prowess, a boast of not fear- 
ing death, a talse and pretended unconcern about 
iosing the soul forever; at the same moment, the 
heart sickened at the folly of its own boasting, the 
noise of its own unmeaning laugh ; and the conscience 
secretly shuddered at the prospect of rushing unpre- 
pared into the presence of Jehovah.

with whom I associate, (the religious part of them,’

It is said to be indigenous in the Southern States, in 
the neighborhood of the sea, and in the western prai- 
ries. ‘The first notice of it appeared in the 13th vo- 
lume of the American Farmer. Experiments upon 
it have been made by gentlemen of Missouri, Alaba- | 
ma, and North and South Carolina. The united | 
testimony of these persons is that it produces on the | 
light sandy pine lands of the South on an acre, at 
the rate of between twenty and _ thirty tons of cured | 
hay per year—that stock of all kinds eat it greedily. | 
That in that latitude it may be cut on the Ist of May, | 
and every thirty days after, till frost. The root is) 
perennial and grows in tufts of many branches from 
a common root which is tuberous in its form for 
about 3 inches, and terminates in many small but 
strong radicles. The leaves, which, previous to the | 
period of flowering, all issue from the root are of a | 
deep green color from two to three feet long, and 
from one to one and a half inches wide. The mode 
recommended for its culture, is to sow it in drills 
three feet apart, and two feet between each root in 
the drill. It is uncertain whether it would succeed 
in this latitude, but if it yields such astonishing bur- 
thens as has been represented, it would be well worth 
the experiment even should it be attended with some 
trouble and cost.— Detroit Jour.
